13. (Unclassified - RJW) LEGISLA'TTION Received a call from 
Lawrence Storch, State Department, who was calling to return my call. I 
asked Mr. Storch about the progress the State Department was making on the 
Title IV (H.R. 12240), "Intelligence Authorization bill" letter. Mr. Storch 
said that State Department was waiting for our changes, vis, our jaclusion in 
the latest draft of expansible language with regard to the CI impact of ‘Title 
IV. Itold Mr. Storch that it was my clear recollection that as a result of the 
22 June meeting the burden was on State Department to make the modifications. 
Apparently, State has not moved to date to revise the letter. In the interests 
of time I said we would revise the letter to reflect a greater CI concern and 
get it to hirn tomorrow for State's input on a Helsinki confer ence since that 
avenue had already been explored and rejected by the other parties of interest. 
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
